Manila, May 5.-4:55 p. m.-Major 


General MacAithur's division ad- 
vanced to San Fernando to-day and 
found that the place had been eq- 
uated by the rebels, who left only a 
small detachment to cover their re- 
treat by train. 


General MacArthur occupied the

Several ministers were with them 


throughout the morning and both 
men neglected a light luncheon sent 
them by the warden in order to sing 
and pvay with their spiritual advis- 
ors. 


Winston and Strather both sang on 


the way from their cell to the scaf- 
fold and continued to sing until the 
drop fell. 


The crimes for which Winston and 


Strather suffered the extreme penalty 
of the law were similar in the re- 
spect that each killed a woman be- 
cause of jealousy, 


Strather's victim was Rose Tftlbot, 


who had left her husband to live 
with him. The deed was committed 
with a hatchet on October 15, 1897. 


Winston shot his wife, Emma, 


while in bed on December 13, 1897. 
Winston at first claimed that his 
wife attempted to kill him and then 
commited suicide, but a cesond trial 
brought out the fact that he killed 
the woman.

FIGHTING WAS HARD. 


Manila, May 5.—12:25 p. m.—De- 


tailed leports of the work of Major 
Geneial Lawton's expedition show 
that harder fighting took place dur- 
ing the early part of the week than 
earlier accounts indicated. In the at- 
tack upon San Rafeal the American 
soldiers were met with a heavy fire 
from a large number of rebels who 
weie concealed in the jungle on all 
sides. It was only the adoption of 
the tactics followed in Indian fight- 
ing in the United States, every man 
for himself, that saved the division 
from great loss. 


General Lawton, as usual, was at 


the head of his line with his staff. 


Scott's battery demolished a stone 


fronted trench at short range. 


The insurgent leaders, Gregorio 


and Pio Del Filar, who had eight 
hundred men in Balinag, retreated 
when General Lawton approached the 
town. 


Chief of Scouts Young, with eleven 


men, entered Balinag ahead of the 
army, and rang the church bells to 
announce that they had possession of 
the city. 


General Lawton, when attacking in 


force outside of Balinag, saw women 
and children in the rebel trenches and 
sent Captain Case in advance with 
a white flag to warn the insurgents 
to remove the noncombatants. When 
within five hundred yards of the 
trenches two volleys were fired at 
Captain Case's party. ,

New York, May 5.—The Times 


says: 


The entire interest of Andrew Car- 


negie in the Carnegie Steel company 
has been purchased by the co-part- 
ners in the business, with H. C. Frick 
at their head. The exact figures 
which represent the purchase price 
could not be learned. 


It is said, however, that the price 


is over $15,000,000 and 
entirely 


satisfactory to Mr. Carnegie. It is 
understood that one of the stipula- 
tions of the sale is that the new com- 
pany shall retain the name of the 
present concern. 


The new company includes not only 


all the Carnegie steel plants, but also 
the H. C. Frick Coke company, with 
its 40,000 acres of coke land in the 
Connellsville district; the 
Oliver 


Mining company, with its large ore 
interests in the Lake Superior dis- 
trict; the Pittsburg, Bessemer and 
Lake Erie railroad; the Union rail- 
road, which connects at Homestead 
with all the trunk lines east and 
west, and all the interests in several 
hundred miles of gas land. 


It is intended to increase the out- 


put of all the various departments 
of the joint company so that the pres- 
ent famine in the steel market may 
be relieved and the continued export 
demand supplied. 


It is said that the members of the 


new company expect a material in- 
crease in the value of their property 
—some say the property will double 
in value within the next five years. 


They say that evidences have re- 


cently multiplied that there will be 
an enormous demand for steel in the 
construction of all kinds of building 
and that of necessity the value of 
their holdings will increase rapidly. 
The Rockefeller interests are closely 
concerned in the transfer. 


In the opinion of those who are 


well-informed on the subject, the an- 
nouncement of the consolidation of 
all or nearly all the big steel mills 
in the country will be made in a few 
days. No general consolidation has 
yet been entered into, but the final 
terms may be agreed upon at any 
time. 


Private advices from Pittsburg 


and Chicago yesterday helped to con- 
vey the impression, while the senti- 
ment in Wall street is that the 
talked-of consolidation is extremely 
probable. 


If the new general combine is ef- 


fected it is the opinion that the Car- 
negie Steel company will be the back 
bone of it and will represent at least 
$100,000,000 of its capital. 


What other concerns will be in- 


cluded in the combination is as yet 
uncertain, but it is now said that it 
is not unlikely to include the Nation- 
al Steel company, with a capital of 
$59,000,000; the American Tin Plate 
company, ' capital $50,000,000; the 
American Steel Hoop company, capi- 
tal $33,000,000; the American Steel 
and Wire company, capital $90,000,- 
000; the National Tin Plate and En- 
amel company, capitalized at 
000,000. 


Rumor also says that the Federal 


Steel company may also be induced 
to enter the combine, but nothing 
tangible can be gotten out of this 
rumor. Friends of the Federal Steel 
company say it can afford to stand 
out against all propositions made 
to it, and that it' could accomplish 
nothing by giving into the combine. 
It is pointed out that it controls its 
business from the ore in the ground 
o all its finished products.

Schell, Frederick W. Antrup, Jack- 
son Valentine, George W. Linden, 
Hiram Porter Joseph L. Gruber and 
Joseph Harding, and similar actions 
are filed against Messrs. Antrup, 
Linden, Schell and Porter individ- 
ually, making five petitions in all. 


Mr. Evans sets forth nis claim 


against the foregoing parties as con- 
sisting of one note dated October 28, 
1898, for $2,600, due in six months, 
with interest at 8 per cent., and an- 
other note dated October 29, 1898, 
for $1,000, due in six months, with 8 
per cent, interest. Mr. Erick holds 
one note for $1,000, dated June 24, 
1898, due in one year, with 8 per 
cent, interest. 
The Ryan claim is 


one note for $l,SOO,bearing date of 
November 7, 1898, due in one year, 
with 8 per cent, interest. 


After setting forth their individual 


claims the petitioners further repre-

He Wants t'tv act! Salary Law Held Vn- 


coniitltutional. 


The brief of Judge James McCabe, 


recently of the supreme court, in the 
suit brought by the county officers' 
association to test the fee and salary 
law, was filed in, the supreme court 
yesteiday. The title of the case is 
Moses Harman, recorder, against the 
county commissioners of Madison 
county. The lower court sustained a 
demurrer to the answer and an ap- 
peal is taken upon the part of the 
county officers. 


In the blief the following summary 


is given: ''The fee and salary acts 
of 1891 and 1895 are both unconsti- 
tutional as to county officers. 


"1. Because said acts do not grade 


the compensation of county officers 
in proportion to population and the 
necessary services required as pro- 
vided by the constitution. 


"2. And because both acts make an 


unfounded classification of county 
officers into those previously elected 
as one class and those afterward 
elected as another class exempting 
the fiist class from the operation of 
said acts without any reason for such 
classification. 


"The doctrine of stare clecisis does 


apply to uphold previous decisions to 
the contrary because each judge is 
swoin to suppoit the constitution and 
it still speaks and demands obedi- 
ence. However, it is not necessary to 
overrule the previous decisions to 
maintain the first constitutional ob- 
jection made above. Allegation and 
proof of facts are competent to es- 
tablish that the operation of the law 
violates the constitution in that it 
does not giacle the compensation of 
officers in pioportion to the popula- 
tion and the necessary services re- 
quiredJ.' 


The brief concludes as follows: 


"We insist with unbounded confi- 
dence that bnth of said acts be held 
unconstitutional by this court and 
thus commit the duty anew to the 
legislature to frame and enact a valid 
fee and salary law. 


"The confidence with which we 


urge such a decision upon this court 
is bom of the concsieiitious con- 
tion on the part of the writer hereof 
that only such a decision would sup- 
port (he constitution and of the fur- 
ther fact that the conclusion urged is 
not only one that he should feel con- 
strained to reach himself if he were 
on the bench, but is one which he did 
feel constrained to reach under the 
solemn sanctions of his oath to sup- 
port the constitution while honored 
with r> seat on this bench."

Senator 


Lodge's "Histoiy of the Spanish- 
Ameiican Wai," the fouith install- 
ment of which appears in the May 
number of Haipei's Magazine. 
The senator puts upon congress its 
share of icsponsibility for the "cum- 
bious, top-heavy system of adminis- 
tration, rusted and slow moving," 
but he declares that the "shortcom- 
ings due to individual incapacity" 
ought to have been "looted up with- 
out legaid to peisonal sensibilities." 
This tieatment, applied early and at 
the head by the piesident, would 
have cuied most of the evils. 


Everybody who knows the story 


of the land fight at Santiago is 
awaie that a great part of our losses 
was due to the murderous blunder of 
supplying our infantry and artillery 
with black powder. Senator Lodge 
comments severely upon the fact 
that toi the attack upon El Caney, a 
fortified place, no sufficient force of 
artilleiy was provided to prepare the 
way for the infantry. For this work, 
which could be accomplished by 
nothing short of a powerful artillery 
fiie, only Capi on's battety of foui 
guns was at hand. We quote Sena- 
tor Lodge's sharp words of criticism: 


'•Moreover, the batteiy was not 


only grossly inadequate, but it used 
black powder, and immediately es- 
tablished a flaring target to an en- 
emy entirely concealed and pari'ectly 
familiar with the ranges. 
Why 


weie there no more guns? Why were 
they left at Tampa or in the trans- 
poits? The fact requires no commit- 
tee of investigation to piove it, and 
somebody was responsible for the 
scores of men shot at El Caney be- 
cause there weie only four 
guns 


there to open the way. Why was 
the powder black, so that a target 
of smoke hung over the American 
position after every discharge? Any 
smokeless powder was better than 
none. Even poor, broken-down Spain 
had smokeless powder for aitillery. 
Why did we not have it? While the 
war department had been passing 
years in trying to find a patent pow- 
der just to its liking, our artillery 
was piovided with black powder,and 
went to war witli it, and men died 
needlessly because of it. 
No need 


of a committee to establish this fact, 
either. Who was responsible?" 


It is ea&y to see that Senatoi 


Lodge has no veiy high stimata of 
Gen. Shatter's abilities as a com- 
mander. Heie is an inteiesting pas- 
sage which sho\vs the distinguished 
nature of that large soldier's seiv- 
ices to his country in the fighting 
that won the day at El Caney: 


"At half-past 1 the situation look- 


ed bad. The Ameicans were holding 
theii own, but losing far more heav- 
ily than the Spaniaids. 
An ordei 


fiom Gen. Shatter at this moment 
to neglect El Caney and move to the 
assistance of the troops at San Juan 
must have seemed like a grim satire, 
and was disregarded." 


Shatter 
v/as the commander in 


chief, but he was in his tent some 
miles to the rear,and his orders were 
"disiegarded." That is an easy way 
to deal with the meddling orders of 
a sick and absent commander, cer- 
tainly. Here is another estimate of 
Gen. Shatter's capacity: 


"Lawton and Chaffee and Ludlow 


had gone to El Caney with a well- 
defined purpose. It is difficult, even 
after the most careful study and re- 
peated reading of the official reports 
to detect any plan in the movements 
of the rest of the army." 


When the hill of San Juan had 


been taken, and three thousand oi 
our men held the ridge against nine 
thousand Spaniards, in front 
oi 


them, there were moments of grave 
anxiety. It was then that Gen. Shat- 
ter wrote the dispatch that created 
such a shock at Washington and 
sent a chill through the country at 
the very moment, on the morning ol 
July 3, when the fleet was sending 
Cervera's ships to the bottom and 
ending the war: 


"Our men were exhausted by bat- 


tle, marching and-' digging. 
They 


were badly fed, transportation was 
slow apd supplies scarce, and they 
were at first unsheltered. 
Under 


these 
conditions 
some 
officers 


thought 
and 
urged 
withdrawal, 


while Gen. Wheeler, backed strongly 
by many of the younger officers, op- 
posed any such movement. 
The 


spirit which carried the heights of 
San Juan held them, but to Gen. 
Shatter, away from the front and 
firing line, the voices of doubt and 
alarm 
came with effective force. 


During the day he fluctuated from 
doubt to confidence. 
He wanted 


Sampson to try at once and at all 
hazards to break in, and he proposed 
to Gen. Wheeler to move against the 
entrance forts of the harbor, thus 
giving a tardy adhesion to the wise 
plan of Sampson and Miles, which 
he had abandoned. 
Early on the 


oriiiag of July 3 there came a dis- 
atch from him, written under the 
first depressing 
influences, to the 


war department, saying that he had 
Santiago well investd, but that our 
line was thin, the city strongly de- 
fended, and not to be taken without 
heavy loss; that he needed reinforce- 
ments, and was considering 
with- 


drawal to a position which an exam- 
ination of the map showed to mean 
a retreat to the coast. 
The news— 


the first received in twenty-four 
lours—came upon those in authority 
at Washington with a depressing 
shock. 
Gen. Shatter was urged to 


hold the San Juan nights. It was 
the one really dark day of the war, 
and the long,hot houis of that mem- 
01 able Sunday were heavy with 
doubt, appiehension and anxiety." 


It appears, therefore, that from his 


examination of the facts and records 
this historian concludes that Gen. 
Shatter had no definite plan of ad- 
vance upon Santiag'o; that his orders 
duiing the fighting were so confused 
and absuid that they were calmly 
disregarded by his subordinates,who 
mew better what was going on; that 
lie did not know when he had won, 
and 
contemplated 
a letreat that 


would have marred the glorious rec- 
ord of a war without a backward 
step. This is the severest sustained 
indictment of Shatter that has been 
drawn. 


Senator Lodge's history is also an 


unanswerable arraignment of Alger 
and the war department. There lies 
the ultimate responsibility for the 
wretchedly equipped expedition to 
Santiago, for the needless deaths,for 
the avoidable starvation and sick- 


THE PROSPECT IN SPAIN. 


(London - Economist.) 


The Spaniaids 'appear resolved to 


disappoint public expectation. 
It 


was imagined that they would make 
a desperate 
defense against the 


United States, and they made a very 
poor one, fighting uo pitched battle 
by land, and inflicting no loss upon 
their enemy upon the water. It was 
upposed that they would protract 
the war beyond all leason, but they 
ended it as soon as they honorably 
could, the only real delay being 
caused by the determination of the 
ministiy that the queen regent, and 
not they should agree to the surien- 
der of their last colonies. 
And it 


was believed that when peace was 
made they would avenge themselves 
upon the futile governments which 
had made no preparations for war, 
though they had levied war taxes by 
upsetting the dynasty and establish- 
ing some foim of dictatorship. They 
have, on the contrary, acepted the 
situation without an insurrection, 
even in one city, and are now en- 
gaged under a constitutional, though 
con&eivative, ministry in prepaiing 
to elect a new parliament in their 
unieal no doubt, but still quiet, usu- 
al mannei. It is probable that the 
loss ot the colonies aifected them 
much less than was expected; that 
they were sick of wasting lives and 
tiea&uie beyond the sea in efforts 
which never succeeded, and that, al- 
though they were disgusted by their 
deieats, they weie on the whole, re- 
lieved to think that their liabilities 
had ended. They ielt no enthusiasm 
for Don Carlos, who is not admired 
in Spain by any party, including Ins 
own, and they see no way to estab- 
lish a republic without breaking 
theii countiy into fragments. 
The 


people, as it happens, are without 
any popular leader, and the soldier 
who has most influence with the 
aimy, Maishal Martinez Campos, is, 
on the whole, inclined to patronize 
the queen regent. 
Even when the 


"repatriated" soldiers returned and 
described their wrongs, there was no 
public emotion, and as soon as they 
had been promised payment of theii 
arreais they retreatel to their vil- 
lages without making any combined 
demonstration. 
The people, there- 


fore, remained quiescent, and the 
new premier, Senor Silvela—the head 
of what we should call the old whig 
party—will be allowed to produce 
his own program. 


It is pretty evident that this pro- 


gram will not be of a revolutionary 
kind. It is probable that some con- 
cessions will be made to the pro- 
vinces, which are anxious for more 
provincial liberty, and there will he 
a series of promises of great internal 
reforms, but the only effort that is 
at all certain is one to make the fin- 
ancial situation ^ore manageable. 
The program outlined is promising 


enough, if it cnu be carried out. 
It 


is certain that Spain is richer than 
is supposed, or she could not have 
gone on so long, and it is possible 
that the great body of Spanish 
bondholders, who have for the most 
part been receiving heavy interest 
upon their bonds, may consent to ac- 
cept, as indeed they must accept, a 
lower interest upon their securities. 
It is also possible that the new 
taxes will be voted without any re- 
sistance which cannot be overcome, 
with the exception probably of the 
rumored exemption of the foreign 
section of the debt at the expense of 
the native taxpayer. 
But it must 


not be forgotten that, as yet, all 
these proposals are words only; 
that the chambers, nominee though 
they be, may prove recalcitrant; 
that laws, financial laws included, 
are not carried out in Spain as 
they are in England or, France 
and that the government, when it 
"reforms" anything, has to contend 
with 
a silent, passive resistance, 


supported 
by 
coruption, 
before 


which it is often compelled to re- 
tisat. It will be no light task to in- 
;uie even comparative honesty, 01 
to pay officials so well and so regu- 
laily that they may fairly be ex- 
pected to do uieir duty. Spain is not 
Turkey, or even Maples, but still the 
the habit of winking at evasions for 
a coiisideiation ha& gone vary deep 
and spieacl very wide. Moreovei, it 
must not be forgotten that the new 
goveinment is discredited by its pie- 
d«ccBois' failures; that it has no 
victories to quote, and no diplomatic 
decessois' failures; that it has no 
of the unendurable colonial burden, 
it has also lost the support of the 
feling evidenced in the immense 
consciiption, that the colonies must 
be defended. 


"No new statesmen, again, have 


been thrown up in Spam, the parties 
are still as bitter as ever, and the 
new parliament will almost infall- 
ibly syjlit itself into groups as of 
old. 
The radical weakness of the 


people, that they are not ready for 
constitutional government, and will 
not tolerate an avowed and clear- 
cutting despotism, still stands in 
the way of progress, as does the 
Spanish habit of considering that 
magnificent words, if not the equiv- 
alent of great acts, furnish the- best 
palliative for the absence of the lat- 
ter, which long and rather curiously 
feeble misgovernment have trained 
the people hardly to expect. 
Noth- 


ing, we are told, so dismays the for- 
eign observer in Spain as the despair 
of the people at once of their rulers 
and of those who oppose those rulers 
in defense of other men. 
Still, it 


will be something if the Spaniards 
make an effoit without wasting time 
and energy ovei a revolution and if 
their government frankly acknowl- 
edges that everything- has not been 
peifect and that they must enter up- 
on a new path. Hitherto the regular 
course has been to deny the truth of 
any unpleasant facts, then to 'break' 
them to the people, and then when 
insurrection appeared imminent, to 
declare that, although the unpleas- 
ant facts had occurred, they were 
the fault of the foreigner, or of 
subordinat agents, or of the 'circum- 
stances which appeared always to 
combine against Spain.' "

Fort Wayne Factories and Shops 


are Now Busier Than for 


Many Years. 


THE LOCAL INDUSTRIAL SITUATION, 


Comparison of First Four Months of 1899 With Same 


Period Last Year—All Lines Showing Improve- 


ment—Bass Works Booming. 


The Sentinel to-day presents to its readers a resume of the business 


of the local industrial,field for the four months of the present year and 
compares tt with the business of the corresponding months of the year 
1898. In all industries except that of the lumber and building trades, 
there has. been a marked improvement and the outlook for a continuance 
of great activity in all lines isbright. A representative of this paper made 
a personal canvass of the field and the following statements concerning 
the vaiious interests were made to him either by the heads of the con- 
cerns mentioned or by persons authorized to speak. 


BASS WORKS. 


The Bass Foundry and Machine 


company is doing the greatest busi- 
ness in its history, the increase for 
the first quarter of the present year 
over the corresponding months of 
last year being fully 50 per cent. 
This improved condition is not con- 
fined to any one department, but ex- 
tends to every part of the great 
works. 


In the foundry the scene is one of 


the greatest activity, five large cupo- 
las being daily employed in melting 
over 250 tons of iron into car wheels, 
machinery castings and locomotive 
and car castings. 


The blacksmith department is also 


crowded on orders for large forgings 
of almost every description, includ- 
ing ear* axles and shafts for machin- 
ery, some of the latter being immense 
pieces jpeighing many tons. A day 
and night force is employed constant- 
ly in this department and so many 
are the orders that the men would 
have all they could do for several 
months were no other orders to come 
in. 


The machine shop has on hand or- 


ders for fifteen engines, all large ma- 
chines and some of them massive af- 
fairs of the Cross compound Corliss 
pattern, with 1,300 to 2,000 horse 
power 'capacity. A good portion of 
these orders call for delivery within 
ninety days and in order to fill them 
promptly it will be necessary to work 
a large'force in the shop. 


A large amount of boiler work has 


also been contracted for, which is be- 
ing delayed by the inability of the 
rolling mills to make delivery of steel 
plates as fast as required. 
On this 


account the boiler shop is not work- 
ing a full force of men. But the sit- 
uation at the rolling mills is improv- 
ing and in a week or two all the men 
the shop will accommodate will be 
employed there and the work on 
hand pushed along as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 


The pay rolls of the Bass works 


contain nearly 1,000 men, a much 
greater force than was ever before 
employed there. 


employing about 700 people. 
The 


greatest portion of our goods are sold 
in the central and western states, but 
the past year we have been shipping 
a good many goods into the New 
England states and our trade there is 
rapidly growing. 
The outlook for 


big business the coming season is 
certainly very bright and encour- 
aging and we shall keep our present 
force steadily employed preparing 
for it." 
The Wayne Knitting mills 


have, within the past year, received 
quite an addition in the way of build- 
ings and equipment, and yet they are 
hardly adequate to the demands 
made upon them in the busy season.

tory. It will be equipped with a 
large, hoisting crane,' capable of lift- 
ing the largest tanks, and a number 
of smaller derrick cranes will be 
placed along the west side of the fac- 
tory and adjacent to the spur tracks 
for the purpose of facilitating the 
work of loading and unloading cars.

Albert S. Bond:—"Our business 


during the months of January, Feb- 
ruary, March and April of the pres- 
ent year was much better than it was 
during the same months of the year 
1898. Infact,itis the best in the 
history of the company. In the organ 
trade the sales of the past 
four 


months were 25 per cent, heavier 
than they were last year, and our 
piano sales have doubled. There is 
a great inquiry from abroad concern- 
ing our pianos and organs and we are 
also receiving many orders from that 
source for our instruments. 
Since 


January 1st we have been working 
200 men in our factory, which is an 
increase of twenty-five over the force 
we employed last year. 
All of the 


men are working ten hours per day, 
and some of them aie working twelve 
hours." 


FLEMING MANUFACTURING CO. 


Charles Pape—"We have more bus- 


iness than we can handle and are 
subject to annoying delays in the re- 
ceipt of malleable iron, which is used 
in the manufacture of our road ma- 
chines. Our sales of these machines 
are greater this year than ever be- 
fore and would be much greater still 
if we could build them faster. We 
haven't a machine in the warehouse 
at this time; they being sold as fast 
as we can turn them out. We have 
not increased our number of work- 
men in the shpp, but have improved 
the machinery so as to double the 
output. 
We have 200 agents en- 


gaged in the sale of our road ma- 
chines—double the number ever em- 
ployed before. Our saw mill is busy 
getting out quarter-sawed oak, which 
is in great demand and brings better 
pi ices than heretofore. We do not 
get out much building material, be- 
cause our mill is kept busy in get- 
ting out oak for finishing purposes."

BIDS ON BRICK HIGHER THAN 


WAS EXPECTED. 


The office of the board of public 


woiks was crowded last night with 
contractors and citizens who were in- 
terested in the bidding on the street 
pavements to be constiucted in Fort 
Wayne this spring. There were ru- 
mors of every kind and some people 
anticipated that the pi ices would be 
sent away up. It was asserted very 
strongly that a combination had 
been agieed upon and that the Bar- 
ber company would bid the lowest, 
but it was believed that these bids 
would be so high that the cost to cit- 
izens would so far exceed the pi ices 
last season that none of the improve- 
ments would be made. When the 
fiist bid was opened and read, there 
were indications that these rumors 
were only too true, but as the bids 
on the other streets were examined 
it was seen that the increase was not 
so big as was expected. The lowest 
bid on Calhoun, $2.23 per square 
yard, by the Barber company, is 60 
cents a yard higher than the Alca- 
traz company bid for Calhoun street 
last summer, an increase of about 
40 per cent.

200 men in our factory, which is an 
increase of twenty-five over the force 
we employed last year.
